Modest tax increases 
forecast for 2018

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen conducted a pub- 
lic hearing with Principal 
Assessor Karen Rassias 
on property taxes for Fis- 
cal Year 2018 at their 
meeting on Nov. 27. Upon 
conclusion of this hear- 
ing, the board unanimous- 
ly voted to significantly 
shift the town’s tax bur- 
den away from residential 
property owners and onto 
the commercial and in- 
dustrial class. 

Through this hearing, 
residents were provided 
with a preview of what 
their tax bill may look like 
in the coming year. Accor- 
ding to Rassias and the 
Board of Assessors, the 
average tax bill increase 
for residential taxpayers 
for Fiscal Year 2018 is 
$210, and the average total 
bill value for single family 
residents is $6,335. 

This is a 3.7 percent in- 
crease from the average 
tax bill of $6,125 reported 
in Fiscal Year 2017. This 
jump marks the smallest 
increase since Fiscal Year 


2012, and a markedly lower 
figure than recent years. 
Fiscal Year 2017, for exam- 
ple, saw a $366 increase 
from Fiscal Year 2016. 

For Commercial/Indus- 
trial taxpayers, the aver- 
age tax bill increase for 
Fiscal Year 2018 is. 
$3,544.47. 2 

These values were de- 
pendent upon the afore- 
mentioned levy shift voted 
upon by the board. The 
total tax levy for Fiscal 
year 2018 for the Town of 
Wilmington is $79,766,347. 
The Board of Assessors’ 
recommended to the 
Board that a 175 percent ~ 
shift be enacted, wherein 
the maximum allowable 
portion of the total tax 
burden (as dictated by the 
Commonwealth of Massa--. 
chusetts) be shifted away - 


‘from residents and onto 


commercial and industri- 
al taxpayers. ; 
With no shift, residential: : 
taxpayers would comprise 
77.0704 percent of the total 
levy and commercial, in- 
dustrial, and personak 
property taxpayers would:

State’s second-highest court rejects 


Woburn’s appeal of Ledges 40B project

WOBURN — Ruling the af- 
fordable housing complex 
will adhere to applicable 
noise and blasting regula- 
tions, a panel of state judges 
recently dismissed the city's 
latest legal challenge against 
the Ledges at Woburn hous- 
ing project. 

In a decision reached at the 
end of last month, three 
Mass. Appeals' Court jurists 
rejected the Woburn Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) con- 
tention that the city had suf- 
ficient grounds back in 2012 
torreject the 168-unit apart- 
ment development proposed 
for.1042 Main St., where Wo- 
burn-based The Dolben Com- 
pany wants to blast, process, 
and cart away some 418,000 
cubic yards of ledge and fill. 

The most-recent ruling, ren- 
dered by the state's second 
highest court, constitutes a 
significant setback for North 
Woburn residents hoping to 
block the controversial Chap- 
ter 40B development, which 
would be built on an elevated 
and congested parcel contain- 
ing less than 1-acre of total 
land area by the Wilmington 
line. 

_The city contends The Dol- 
ben Company's proposal 
seriously oversteps the sig- 
nificant latitude granted 40B 
developers by creating unac- 
ceptible noise, vibration, 
and dust conditions in its bid 
to cluster the apartment 


units in four buildings. 

Limiting their legal review 
to noise impacts and the 
ZBA's argument that the one- 
year site development phase 
is too lengthy, the three Ap- 
peals Court judges concluded 
those concerns are insuffi- 
cient grounds for denial of 
the comprehensive permit. 

"Where the board points to 
no durational limitation on 
construction projects or the 
noise produced by them, 
particularly noise that does 
not violate the local by-law's 
limits, the board has not 
identified an interest of local 
concern over which local 
boards would have jurisdic- 
tion," reads the judgement, 
released under the Appeals 
Courts 1:28 process. 

On the Appeals Court level, 
a single justice or panel of 
judges issue 1:28 rulings when 
they seek to dispose of a case 
with little or no written re- 
view. Established in 1975, the 
power essentially allows the 
justices to summarily affirm 
a lower court decision when 
an appeal is found to be an 
unpersuasive legal challenge 
offering “no substantial ques- 
tion of law”. 

Local officials still have not 
yet exhausted all of their le- 
gal options, as the ZBA could 
ask a full sitting of the Ap- 
peals Court to reconsider the 
panelist decision, and a de- 
nial of that request could be 
appealed to the Mass. Su- 
preme Court. 
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Though the prospects of a 
victory become slimmer with 
each legal challenge lost, the 
Ledges at Woburn decision 
would not be first time local 
officials have brought a 
Chapter 40B case all the way 
to the state's highest courts. 

In fact, an affordable hous- 
ing proposal for the same 
1042 Main St. location, then 
pitched by Burlington devel- 
oper Anthony Santullo and 
dubbed Woburn Heights, was 
previously the subject of a 
Chapter 40B legal dispute 
that made it all the way to 
the Mass. Supreme Court. 

Ultimately, the city lost that 
case when the high court jus- 
tices refused to even consider 
the matter for further review 
back in 2006. 

In a much different out- 
come, the city prevailed in a 
separate Chapter 40B case, 
when in 2008, the Mass. Su- 
preme Court upheld the 
ZBA's denial of permits for a 
proposed 640-unit housing 
development at the old North- 
eastern University or Whis- 
pering Hill site off of Cam- 
bridge Road near the Bur- 
lington line. 


Ledges at Woburn 


The current legal battle 
over the Ledges at Woburn 
proposal began after San- 
tullo sold the development 
rights for 1042 Main St. to a 
third-party buyer calling 
itself Woburn 38 Develop- 


ment, which in turn inked a 
purchase-and-sales agree- 
ment with The Dolben Com- 
pany. 

Back in Oct. of 2012, follow- 
ing months of deliberations, 
the ZBA rejected a request to 
modify the original 40B per- 
mits after concluding the 
developer's proposal — in 
which the site would be tem- 
porarily transformed into an 
active quarry — will serious- 
ly disrupt residential abut- 
ters' lives and create a myri- 
ad of public safety concerns. 

In particular, The Dolben 
Company plans to spread out 
the housing by erecting four, 
three-story buildings rather 
than a single L-shaped struc- 
ture containing six stories. 

However, in order to do so, 
instead of blasting out some 
120,000 cubic yards of rock, 
construction crews will in- 
stead use TNT to remove 
250,000 cubic yards of ledge 
from the hilly terrain — 
which at its pinnacle, is 
perched some 80-feet over 
Route 38 by the Altavesta 
Elementary School. 

To remove such a vast vol- 
ume of ledge, demolition 
crews would set off daily two 
controlled demolition charges, 
each containing the equiva- 


lent of 2,000-to-2,500 pounds of 


TNT, for as long as a year. 
Contractors would also use 
heavy machinery to crush and 
grind an estimated 357,632 
cubic yards of materials, 
which would be processed and

carted away for direct sale to 
a New Hampshire buyer. 
Overall, a total of 418,281 cubic 
yards of materials are to be 
carted away by heavy dump 
trucks, which would travel to 
and from 1042 Main St. some 
13,332 times over a seven-to-12 
month period.. 

After the petitioner appeal- 
ed the ZBA's 2012 denial, the 
Mass. Housing Appeals Com- 
mittee (HAC), a state board 
that exists solely to review 
Chapter 40B cases, emerged 
in May of 2015 and ordered 
the city to issue permits for 
the project within 30-days. 

The city in turn appealed 
that HAC ruling to superior 


court, and in June of 2016, a’ 


land court judge again de- 
cided in The Dolben Com- 
pany's favor by upholding 
the order to issue permits 
for the Ledges at Woburn 
project. 

ZBA officials have long con- 
tended the applicant, though 
insisting it will meet state 
and federal laws that regu- 
late construction noise, has 
never proved that conten- 
tion, nor has the petitioner 
addressed the significant 
public outcry about an elon- 
gated construction process 
that the city finds excessive 
and unnecessary. 

In its appeals to higher 
court judges, the city reiter- 
ated those arguments and 
maintained the HAC — in 
determining the ZBA had not 
provided evidence showing 
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the quarry operations would 
exceed noise thresholds, — 
had improperly shifted. that 
burden of proof onto, fhe 
ZBA. 

However, in its recent re. 
view of the HAC and: land 
court rulings, the Mass; 
Appeals Court panel deemed 
the entire debate as moot, 
because regardless of whe; 
ther local noise regulations 
were being violated, the de: 
veloper can skirt that Ee 
quirement through the. con- 
siderable legal protections 
granted builders under 
Chapter 40B. aye 

"Where the board has not 
shown that a local board may 
reject a construction plan 
that complies with all noise 
regulations based simply, on 
the duration of the project 
and its associated noise, the 
HAC did not err in declining 
to conclude that the board 
had identified a local concern 
that outweighs the need for 
low income housing," wrote 
the judges. 

"Even if it had [shown 
local noise ordinances would 
be violated], given, ‘the 
rebuttable presumption, that 
there exists a substantial 
regional housing need that 
outweighs local concerns 
where, as here, the town has 
not achieved the ten percent 
minimum stock of affordable 
housing,' the HAC's focus on 
enforcement is particularly 
well-placed," the decision 
furthers.

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Instead of a gift under the the tree, the tree was the gift

At the narrow end of the 
Wilmington Common is a 
Colorado spruce, now show- 
ing its age. For the past 60 
years, it has been the town 
Christmas Tree. 

The tree was given to the 
town in 1957 by Herb Bar- 
rows, who for about 55 years 
had a tree nursery in North 
Wilmington. Most of that 
nursery was taken out by the 
construction of Route 93. 
Some specimen trees still 
survive, near Sheridan Road 
in Hathaway Acres. 

For several years, the town 
would erect a cut tree on the 
common and decorate it with 
lights. In 1957, though, with 
Route 93 under construction, 
someone suggested to Bar- 
rows that one of his trees 
would look nice on the com- 
mon. The tree would have 
been destroyed by the high- 
way construction. 

Mr. Barrows had bought the 
Jake’ Manning nursery about 
1890. Manning had a tree 
nursery in Reading, and had 
expanded his business on 
about 100 acres in North 
Wilmington, north of Park 
Street and east of Woburn 
Street. The business expan- 
sion did not work out, and 
Manning found himself in 
financial difficulty. Herb Bar- 
rows, then a teacher in Rea- 
ding, picked up the property 
and went into the nursery 
business. 

He was probably ready to 


give up teaching anyway. On 
his first day teaching, some 
boys in the class started act- 
ing up. He grabbed them by 
the scruff of the neck, 
hauled them out the door 
and threw them down the 
stairs. The next day, a mem- 
ber of the School Committee 
came to the school, ready to 
admonish him. Before the 
school committeeman could 
say a word, Herb gestured to 
the class, and said, “There, 
you ever see a nicer behaved 
bunch of boys?” 

A few years later, he 
bought a farm from the heirs 
of John S. Perry, at Lowell 
and Woburn streets. That 
farmhouse would be _ his 
home for the next 60 years. 
In 1957, he sold most of that 
farm to Avco, now Textron. 

He was elected as a select- 
man in 1912, and also became 
a constable. He developed a 
reputation as a tough, wiry 
individual. At one point he 
was called to a brawl at the 
Jackson Club at Silver Lake. 
He roared into the club, 
grabbed two men, hauled 
them out and threw them into 
the lake. 

_ “But they’ll drown!” said 
the police chief. 

“Let the ba --- drown!” 
yelled Barrows as he headed 
back into the club. But there 


was nobody there. Everyone . 


had fled, some even jumping 
out the windows. 

When the town started a 
finance committee in 1925, 
he became chairman, a post

he held for 30 years. Town 
officials quickly learned that 
they would have to justify 
any expenditure before Mr. 
Barrows would approve it. 

In 1954, he received a cita- 
tion from the governor for 
having not missed a town 
meeting in 60 years. 

In 1956, the Town Meeting 
was considering an article

to expand the high school. 
One item in the expansion 
was an auditorium, and 
Herb went to the meeting 
prepared to shoot it down. 
The building committee was 
a step ahead of him, though. 
When the proposal for the 
school was presented, the 
chairman proposed that the 
auditorium be named for

My visit was to have a fine 
worker at the Apple store 
from Cuba handle my prob- 
lem, while at the same time 


lic input. This voluntary ef- 
fort on the part of our devel- 
opment group goes well be- 
yond that which is required 
of us in terms of legal re- 
quirements, and it far ex- 
ceeds the bar that is set by 
other developers.

Olive Garden

TEWKSBURY/WILMING- 
TON — According to Feeding 
America, one in eight Am- 
ericans are food insecure.

Stocking Stuffers and Pet Treats

around, take care. When you dis- 
play (or dispose of) these plants, 
your cat may decide they’re good 
to eat, Stamper says. 

Poinsettias, for example, have a 
milky white, latex sap that can ir- 
ritate your animal’s mouth and 
stomach and may cause vomiting 
and diarrhea. 

“If your cat has snacked on poin- 
settia leaves, you can help him by 
picking up his food and water dish- 
es for a couple of hours to let his 
stomach settle,” Stamper advises. 

The National Animal Poison Con- 
trol Center (NAPCC) states that 
the major toxic chemicals in mis- 
tletoe are lectins and phoratoxins. 
These chemicals affect the heart, 
causing low blood pressure and 
slowed heart rate. 

“Fortunately for your cat, severe 
mistletoe toxicity is uncommon and 
usually occurs only if your pet eats 
a large amount,” Stamper explains. 

Symptoms include vomiting and 
diarrhea, difficulty breathing, slow- 
ed heart rate, low blood pressure, 
and odd behavior. 

While holly isn’t as harmful, you 
should still discourage your pets 
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The latter of the two afore- 
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from eating the berries and leaves, 
Stamper says. In both dogs and 
cats, the plant’s toxins can cause 
drooling, vomiting, diarrhea, loss 
of appetite, and decreased activity. 


Table Scraps 


Resist the temptation to give your 
pet table scraps that are high in 
fat, such as fat trimmed from meat 
or skin from your roasted turkey 
or chicken. 

“In addition to the typical gas- 
trointestinal upset, rich, fatty foods 
can cause a’ potentially life-threat- 
ening and painful disease called 
pancreatitis,” Stamper says. 

The most common symptoms of 
pancreatitis in dogs include vomit- 
ing, stomach pain, restlessness, sha- 
king, diarrhea, fever, and weakness. 

In cats, the symptoms are less 
clear and harder to notice, such as 
decreased appetite and weight loss. 

And be careful what you put in 
the trash can, Stamper warns. 
Dogs, especially, are notorious for 
helping themselves to the turkey 
carcass or steak bones disposed of 
there. As with too many treats, 
bones can get stuck in your dog’s

esophagus, or trachea. Sharp pie- 
ces of bones can also injure your 
dog’s mouth, esophagus, and stom- 
ach, and can cause severe internal 
injuries. 

“Don’t forget, once dinner is 
done, dispose of the leftovers and 
bones somewhere where your pets 
can’t get to them,” Stamper says. 


Other Human Treats, 
Including Alcohol 


As many pet owners know, choco- 
late can be dangerous to your dog 
or cat. Chocolate toxicity depends 
on the type and amount of choco- 
late your dog has eaten, his body 
weight, and if he’s extra-sensitive 
to the toxic compound in chocolate 
called theobromine, Stamper says. 

Moreover, the seemingly harmless 
mints common in the holiday sea- 
son cause life-threatening problems 
for your dog if they contain xylitol, 
also found in food items such as 
candy, gum, some peanut butters, 
and baked goods, and personal 
hygiene products, such as _ tooth- 
paste and mouthwash. Symptoms 
occur quickly after dogs eat xylitol- 
containing items, Stamper says.

Repucci: 
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Vomiting is generally first, followéd 
by symptoms associated with tHe 
sudden lowering of your dog’s blodd 
sugar (hypoglycemia), such .ds 
decreased activity, weakness, stag- 
gering, incoordination, collapse, 
and seizures. Check the package 
labels to see if they contain xylitol. 

After eating chocolate, some pets 
develop more severe complica- 
tions, including liver failure, bleed- 
ing disorders, and death. If you 
suspect your dog has eaten choco- 
late or xylitol-containing items, 
consider it an emergency and call 
your veterinarian immediately. | 

Finally, there’s alcohol. Depen- 
ding on how much they drink, pets 
that consume alcohol can develop 
serious problems. The most com- 
mon symptoms in pets associated 
with the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages are vomiting, diarrhea, 
incoordination, weakness, de- 
creased activity, difficulty breath: 
ing, and shaking. 

In severe cases, coma and dégith 
from respiratory failure (lungs 
stop functioning) can occur. 

“Don’t accidentally leave your 
eggnog on the coffee table,” Stamper 
says.

“These students are amaz- 
ing people who deserve the 
best.

Colosimo has found fulfill- 
ment serving others over the 
course of her college career, 
so stepping into a classroom 
to serve students was a nat- 
ural fit for her. 

She first heard about City 
Year from some of her 
friends who’d done it earlier 
and the encouraging stories 
that they told. 

“The idea of service has 
always been in my head — 
I’ve always enjoyed doing 
things for others and not 
expecting anything,” she 
said. “I could’ve found a 
business-related job, but 
that’s just not what I wanted 


to do after college.” 

She so loves being able to 
be in a classroom and make 
these students her number 
one priority. 

After she got in her refer- 
ences and application, she 
got the job during an alter- 
native spring break trip to 
build houses in New Orleans. 
Since that moment she’s had 
nothing but positive experi- 
ences.

dealing with anxiety, for 
example. 

Yet, it can be hard to help 
when issues appear sudden- 
ly or loved ones are unaware 
of a situation. 

Reif said, “It happens more 
frequently than we’re aware. 
We don’t know warning 
signs or are in denial. We 
think, ‘That person is. put 
together — has a well-paying 
job, loving family...’ 

“We try to come up with 
excuses about why our intu- 
ition might be wrong.” 

Meanwhile, individuals may 
be struggling in silence. Reif 
points to communication as a 
way to open the door. 

“If someone is isolating 
themselves, go over and talk 
with them. Ask what’s going 
on,” suggested Reif. 

Other signs that may indi- 
cate substance abuse or 
mental health are a concern 
include changes in appetite 
or exercise, changes in sleep 
habits, atypical decreases in 
social activity, and an over- 
all change in functioning. 
Individuals should consider 
getting support if they are 
experiencing increased feel- 
ings of disconnection, de- 
tachment from their sur- 
roundings or community, 
and an inability to function 
at their baseline level of 
activity. 

Reif points out that sub- 
stances affect the brain in so 
many ways that mood 
changes may be a result of 
mental health concerns, but 
also may reflect an interac- 
tion between substance abuse 
and underlying mental health 
issues. 

Some of the signs of con- 
cern cited above are also 
associated with various 
physical ailments, however. 
For many people, checking 
in with a primary care physi- 
cian can be a good first step, 
advised Reif. A PCP can not 
only rule out any underlying 
physical ailments, but may 
also feel like a more familiar 
and comfortable resource to 
begin seeking evaluation. 

Reif’s role, which she as- 
sumed in August, is a first 
line resource for the Wil- 
mington community. In addi- 


tion to liaising with organi- 
zations and departments in 
town, and providing co-re- 
sponse with the Wilmington 
Police, Reif is available to 
consult with any member of 
the community directly to 
connect them to suitable 
resources and services. 

Although her office is 
based in the Police Depart- 
ment, she has a private line 
and is flexible to meet with 
individuals out in the com: 
munity, at homes, or a coffee 
shop. 

A treatment plan for ib 
stance abuse or mental 
health issues will be-highly: 
individualistic, noted=Reif; 
but counseling or support 
groups may be a helpful. com- 
ponent. Groups like Learn to 
Cope, Alcoholics Anonymous 
Teen, Narcotics Anonymous 
all hold regular meetings: in 
Wilmington, Tewksbury <or 
surrounding towns welcome 
new attendees. 32 

A listing of support: groups 
is found on the Wilmington 
Police Department «Social 
Worker webpage. New atten- 
dees should consult* with 
each group’s website to learn 
about the different codes of 
behavior associated . with 
participation. 

National organizations like 
the National Alliance on 
Mental Illness (www.nami. 
org) and the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration 
(www.samhsa.gov) also offer 
publications and hotlines for 
those seeking to learn more 
about the issues they’re ex- 
periencing. 

The holiday season and 
new year can be a challeng- 
ing time, but there are. ways 
for individuals and loved 
ones to stay alert for warn- 
ing signs of distress, and 
resources in Wilmington for 
getting help.

‘Cats want to reach new heights 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - After fin- 
ishing with an 1-19 record 
the year before, the 
Wilmington High School 
boys' basketball team took a 
pretty good step forward last 
year under first-year head 
coach Dennis Ingram, fin- 
ishing with a 3-17 record, 
while losing a handful of 
other games by single digits. 
This year the team returns 
all-conference guard Danny 
Gracia, has the return of 
Graham Smith, who was a 
starter two years ago but did 
not play last year, as well as 
a less challenging non- 
league schedule - 
Wilmington will now com- 
pete in Division 3 should 
they make it to the state 
tournament - and the 'Cats, 
if healthy, has the makings

That being said, the team 
will have its share of chal-

“The lack of size, you can't 
hide. that,” said Ingram. 
“You walk in the gym and 
you notice it. We kind of 
installed a system that we 
think can handle that. If you 
are: always going to be up 
against it, the offensive

It's’ play with speed and 
quickness to get up and 
down the court.” 
Wilmington indeed has a 
lot of speed, athleticism and 
kids who can handle the 
ball. Co-Captain Gracia 
averaged 11.5 points per 
game last year to lead the 
team. He also had 65 assists 
and 21 steals. Then the other 
four starters include Smith, 
senior forwards (co-captain) 
Chris Grecco and Billy 
McEvoy, and senior guard 


dar oe Rebeiro. 


“We look alright. We have 
six returning guys. We 
scrimmaged last Saturday 
against ‘Somerville and 
whenever you scrimmage 
them that early, it's always 
an indication of where we 
are athletically and condi- 
tionally. We looked really 
good against them at times. 

We're playing almost posi- 
tionless basketball. Danny 
can do a of good things with 
the ball and we like the ball 
to be in his hands. We have 
other kids too who can seem- 
lessly fill that role. 

“If you look at it, we have 
Gracia, we have Smith, 
Rebeiro, Grecco and then 
Billy McEvoy and we don't 
have a lot of size so that's 
why we train the kids to the 
positionless kind of theory 
and we got them to believe in 
that so we can do some dif- 
ferent things. The offense we 
run doesn't matter if you are 
this spot, this spot, that spot 
or that spot, it's. inter- 
changeable and it should be 
seemless. If Danny is bring- 
ing the ball up for us, we're 
hoping we may have a nice 
little mismatch (in our 
favor). He's a strong kid and 
his sophomore year he 
played a little bit underneath 
(the basket). He's comfort- 
able putting the ball in from 
there as well.” 

Certainly having Smith 
back helps the team tremen- 
dously. He can drive, he can 
shoot, he can handle the 
ball, he plays defense and he 
plays all-out. 

“Graham is good athlete, 
not just the physical attrib- 
utes but mentally he under- 
stands what you are trying 
to do,” said Ingram. “He 
missed a couple of practices 
and we were going through 
of offense and inserting a 
few new things on defense 
and I'm talking to him on 
the sidelines and I said ‘are 
you all.set with all of this?’ 
and he kind of gives me this 
look like 'yeah I got it'. It's 
true, he gets it, he under- 
stands it and he's an athlete 
in every sense of the word.

“Stephen Anthony will be 
the first guy off the bench 
and after that it's up for 
grabs,” said Ingram. 
“Stephen can do what a 
bunch of these other guys 
can do. You can call him a 
perimeter guy, he can shoot 
the three, he can dribble the 
ball. There's a couple of 
guys battling for a couple of 
spots.” 
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Wilmington officially 
opened the season on 
Tuesday night with a domi- 
nating 96-39, non-league win 
over Norfolk Aggie, who is 
coached by former WHS bas- 
ketball player Derek Stokes. 
McEvoy led the way with 17 
points, while Tavares fin- 
ished with 16, Anthony had 
14, Trevisani had 12, Stokes 
had 11 and Smith finished 
with 10 assists. 

Wilmington will play 
Norfolk one other time, as 
well as Cristo Rey High 
School in a home-and-home 
series and Shawsheen Tech, 
which will be played at the 
TD Bank North Garden. 
Wilmington will no longer 
host the annual Christmas 
Tournament, 

Besides those non-league 
games, the 'Cats will com- 
pete in the Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
along with the returning 
league and Division 3 North 
Champs of Watertown (21-3) 
and other state tournament

Icemen have many challenges ahead

WILMINGTON - When it 
comes to the yearly pre-sea- 
son preview with the 
Wilmington High School 
boys' hockey team, we usu- 
ally say the same two 
things: the team is cautious- 
ly optimistic and the chal- 
lenge to make the state tour- 
nament is incredible given 
the team's brutal schedule. 

Those two aspects are the 
same once again for this 
season, but even greater 
than normal as the Wildcats 
are already in a tough hole 
before the season starts with 
injuries, and not being able 
to.score in pre-season scrim- 
mages. 

“We are a veteran team, 
but we're also a veteran 
team that won five games 
last year,” said head coach 
Steve Scanlon, now in his 
28th season as head coach. 
“We're hoping that a year of 
éxperience will be helpful. 
So far in the two scrim- 
mages we've had against 
Methuen and Matignon, we 
have played well but have 
struggled to score. We have 
dominated the scrimmages 
and haven't been able to 
score. Getting some scoring 
punch is going to be valu- 
able. We have a good defen- 
sive core and so far they 
have done their job limiting 
two teams to two goals.” 

Before the puck drops offi- 
eially with Saturday after- 
noon's season and home 
Opener against Woburn, 
Wilmington has to overcome 
the loss of all-star goalie 
Ryan St. Jean, who is out of 
action for the rest of the 
month, while one of the two 
back-up goalies Stephen 
Bowker is out injured, as are 
senior forward Michael 
DuCharme and junior for- 
ward Andrew Sullivan. 

“The goaltending situation 
is precarious,” said Scanlon. 
“Anthony Cuozzo and 
Stephen Bowker are battling 


it out and right now Stephen 
is nursing a strained MCL 
(in his knee) so we're hop- 
ing he heals up a bit. Cuozzo 
has made some good saves 
so far in the scrimmages. He 
needs to work on rebound 
control.” 

The good news is that no 
matter who ends up in the 
net that goalie should have a 
very good group of defense- 


men in front of him. Senior 


captain AJ McKearney, 
along with seniors Jared 
Aucoin, Tommy Robarge, 
Dylan Bresnahan and junior 
Conlin Duffy are for the 
most part, big, veteran and 
stay home defensemen. 

“The defensive core is a 
good experienced group,” 
said Scanlon. “AJ is with 
Conlin Duffy, and then 
Jared and Tommy Robarge 
with Dylan Bresnahan have 
been rotating. The new guy 
is Michael Fiorenza. We 
have real good experience 
with those guys back. 
There's some real good size 
with a bunch of them - 
there's three six-footers - 
and I'd like to see them be 
more physical. So far they 
have looked good, they move 
the puck well and they are 
experienced so we're hoping 
for good things from them.” 

Last year the Wildcats 
started the season out 1-2-2, 
struggling to score. Things 
then went South for the 
team in January and 
Wilmington finished the sea- 
son at 5-11-4 and missed out 
on state tournament play. In 
the 20 games, the 'Cats 
scored just 40 goals and 
gave up 47. The three for- 
ward lines are going to have 
to score at a consistent rate 
- especially early in the sea- 
son - if the team is going to 
be successful in the win col- 
umn. 

“The first (forward) group 
is the same as last year with 
(Dan) Woods, (assistant 
captain Tom) Worob and 
(Bobby) Lord,” said 
Scanlon. “They are a good 


group, they have good 
hands, they can put the puck 
in the net and they have 
good skills. The second 
group is (Ryan) Barrett 
with (Joe) Mirabella and 
(Connor) Benoit. Mirabella 
and Benoit are real hard 
workers and Ryan is a good 
offensive player. The third 
group has been Jared 
Venezia with Nate DiMeco 
and Joe Hill. Two of them 
are experienced players as 
Joe has a year of varsity 
under him. He has a good 
shot. Nate has great speed 
and Jared has some size, 
good hands and he is new to 
the varsity as a tenth grad- 
er. DuCharme, when 
healthy, will be in that mix.” 

Junior Chris Spinazola is 
also a forward, and right 
now Scanlon called up 
Christian Robarge and 
Brendan George from the 
JV team to fill in for the 
injured Sullivan and 
DuCharme. 

Wilmington competes in 
the Middlesex League 
Freedom Division along 
with Burlington (16-5-2), the 
reigning Division 2 North 
Finalists Stoneham (13-9-2) 
and then Melrose and 
Wakefield, two teams that 
missed out on the tourna- 
ment. Wilmington will face 
each of those teams twice. 
In the Liberty Division, the 
cross-over games will be an 
extremely tough challenge 
with the defending Division 
1A State Champions of 
Arlington mixed in with 
tournament teams Belmont 
(10-7-4), Reading (12-9-2) 
and Winchester (12-10-0) as 
well as Woburn and 
Lexington. 

Besides that Wilmington 
has a very tough non-league 
schedule with single games 
with tournament teams 
Medford (11-6-4), Tewksbury 
(13-6-2) and Shawsheen Tech 
(14-8-0) and will also play in 
the Haverhill Christmas 
Tournament with a first 
round game against the 
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defending Division 2 state 
finalists Scituate (22-3-1) 
and then will get either 
North Andover (12-7-3) or 
Coyle-Cassidy (13-6-3) in the 
championship game or con- 
solation final. 

Thus of the team's 20 
games this season, 13 will 
come against teams that 
played in either the Division 
1A, 1, 2 or 3 state tourna- 
ment brackets last year, 
while combining for an over- 
all record of 158-71-22. 

“Burlington is at the top of 
the class. After them, I think 
it's open season and every- 
body is basically the same 
team,” said Scanlon. “When 
you crossover, that could be 
the difference for you bag- 
ging some wins but you got 
some real good teams. 
Reading and Arlington both 
didn't lose much. 
Winchester should be a 
solid, steady team and I 
think Lexington and 
Belmont have improved.

“We start the year cau- 
tiously optimistic as we 
always do but we're going to 
have to get some scoring.

McKenna’s squad ready 
to compete on the mat

WILMINGTON -- The 
Wilmington High Wrestling 
team has a few things work- 
ing against them this sea- 
son, such as low numbers on 
their roster and competing 
in the night in night out 
grind that is the Middlesex 
League just to name a cou- 
ple. 

They also however, have 
several things working in 
their favor in their quest to 
improve on last season’s 7-12 
record, including several tal- 
ented wrestlers returning to 
the lineup from last year’s 
squad, along with a tremen- 
dous work ethic up and down 
the roster. 

Wilmington coach Joel 
McKenna, entering his fifth 
season as head coach of the 
Wildcats and his 15th season 
with the Wildcats Wrestling 
program, knows that the

“When it comes to team 
expectations, we have small 
numbers, but we will make 
up for it by hard work and 
talent,” McKenna - said. 
“Being in the Middlesex 
league and seeing MVC 
teams throughout the season 
makes for a tough schedule. 
We see some great teams all 
season in dual meets and 
tournaments and the compe- 
tition will prepare us for the 
post season. 

“We always drive home 
that we want to peak at the 
right time. It’s what we look 
like when the sectional tour- 
nament comes, not the first 
few weeks of the season. We 
have a good mix of veterans 
and young kids with experi- 
ence coming in this season. 

Two of the veterans that 
McKenna will be looking at 
to provide both points on the 
mat and leadership off of it 
will be senior captains John 


Cox (145 pounds) and 
Patrick Carroll (152 
pounds), each of whom fin- 
ished fifth at the Division 3 
North Sectional Tournament 
last season. 

“Both of these guys earned 
sectional place finishes last 
season and John saw some 
action at the state tourna- 
ment at the end of the sea- 
son. I think that experience 
was just what John needed. 
I think he saw what he was 
capable of doing and what it 
takes to be successful at the 
state level and that motivat- 
ed John and Pat after the 
season ended,” McKenna 
said. “They led a group of 
nine kids to go to wrestling 
camp over the summer, 
where they spent a week 
learning from some of the 
best collegiate wrestling 
minds in the country. It was 
a great team building expe- 
rience for them and I think 
we will see it pay off this 
season.” 

Another pair of seniors, 
Paxton Cook at heavyweight 
an Mike DeLucia at 220 
pounds. Cook, the 
Middlesex League champion 
last season, will be looking 
to build on that with an even 
better season this year, 
while DeLucia will be look- 
ing to come back from an 
injury which kept him out of 
the lineup for much of last 
season. 

“Both are talented and 
hard workers. Paxton had a 
great season last year, his 
only losses were to oppo- 
nents who were state place 
winners, including two state 
champions. He had a great 
season, but he is still looking 
to grow and get better. He 
wasn't able to finish his sea- 
son last year and I think 
that affected him. He has 
something to prove to him- 
self,” McKenna said. “Mike 
is in the same boat. His sea- 
son was cut short by injury 
so he wants to go out and 
prove to himself that he can 
do some damage in the post 
season. There is still a lot of 
growth to experience as a 
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second year wrestler but he 
works hard and is deter- 
mined.” 

Several other returning 
starters will also be looking 
to contribute to the Wildcats 
success this season, includ- 
ing junior Alex Stearns at 
126 pounds, junior Ethan 
Karnesky (132), sophomore 
Adam Bishop (160), junior 
Nick Kullman (182) and sen- 
ior Brendan Ross (195).

TOWN OF WILMINGTON BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health at its meeting on December 5, 2017 voted to amend 
Section 8 of their regulations as follows: 


Section 8 Smoking and Tobacco Products 

80 Definitions: Smoking shall mean having in possession or control any 
lighted cigar, cigarette, e-cigarette, other lighted tobacco substance in any 
form and any nicotine delivery product or device and marijuana (as de- 
fined below 


E-cigarette: Any electronic nicotine or marijuana delivery product com- 
posed of a mouthpiece, heating element, battery and/or electronic circuits 
that provides a vapor of liquid nicotine or marijuana to the user, or relies on 
vaporization of solid nicotine or any liquid. This term shall include such 
devices whether they are manufactured or marketed and sold as e-ciga- 
rettes, e-cigars, e-pipes or under any other product name. 


“Marijuana” or "Marihuana", all parts of any plant of the genus 
Cannabis 


Health Care Institution: Any entity, person, or group of persons that provides 
health care services and employs health care providers subject to licensing 
under G.L. c. 112, §§ 1, et seq., or a retail establishment or business that 
provides pharmaceutical goods and services and is subject to 247 CMIR 
6.00. Such persons and entities shall include, but not be limited to, hospi- 
tals, clinics, urgent care facilities, health centers, drug stores, pharmacies, 
physician's offices, optician’s or optometrist's offices, and dental offices. 


Nicotine Delivery Product: Any article, item or product made wholly or in 
part of a tobacco substitute or containing nicotine. This definition shall not 
apply to any product which is approved or certified by a regulatory agency 
as a tobacco use cessation or other medical purpose product and which is 
marketed and sold exclusively for such purposes. 


Retail Tobacco Store: As defined In G.L c. 270, §22. 


Tobacco Product: Any product which contains tobacco in any form, Includ- 
ing but not limited to cigarettes, cigars, pipe tobacco, chewing tobacco, and 
snuff. 


Self Service Display: A Self-Service Display is any display from which cus- 
tomers may select or make a tobacco product without access from an em- 
ployee or store personnel. 


*- 81 Recreational marijuana use is prohibited wherever smoking is 
Oa per section 8 of the Wilmington Board of Health regula- 
s. 


» 8.0.1 The use of e-cigarettes is prohibited wherever smoking is prohibited 
» per section 8 of the Wilmington Board of Health regulations. 


* &2 No person shall smoke in any public elevator, supermarket, retall 
. ‘store, retail tobacco store, retail food store, restroom, or at any open meet- 
ing of a governmental body in the Town of Wilmington. No person shall 
» smoke in any Interior common area of any multiple dwelling unit. 


- ‘83 No person shall smoke in any public building, museum, library, taxi, 
* -train, public transportation including platforms, public areas of all buildings 
» which Includes but is not limited to banks, financial institutions, cornmercial 
establishments used for the purpose of carrying on or exercising any trade, 
profession, vocation or charitable activity, group child care center, day care 
center, or waiting area of a health care facility, except in any private area 
which has been specifically designated as a smoking area for employees at 


the discretion of the manager of the building. No person shall smoke within 
a school building, within a school facility, on a school bus or on school 
grounds. 


8.4 Smoking Is prohibited In any restaurant or other such establishment 
open to the general public that sells food products. The operator of any food 
establishment shall conspicuously post such notice or signs indicating that 
smoking Is prohibited therein. Any person who smokes In a food establish- 
ment shall be subject to a fine of $50.00. Any operator of any food estab- 
lishment who does not comply with this provision shall be subject to a fine 
of $50.00. 


8.5. In the case of hotels, motels and inns, a minimum of 75% of the total 
number of guestrooms shall be designated as non-smoking. The rooms so 
designated will have signs posted indicating the smoking Is prohibited 
therein. Room designations shall be made and provided to the Board of 
Health at the time permits are issued. No changes in room designation can 
take place without prior approval of the Board of Health. 


8.6 No person shall sell or offer for sale any tobacco product that has 
been removed from its original package or offer for sale any cigarette pack- 
age that contains fewer than twenty (20) cigarettes. 


8.7. No person shall sell any tobacco products, marijuana or nicotine de- 
livery products, or give any such products, to any person under the age of 
21 years. The minimum legal sales age in the Town of Wilmington Is 21 The 
fine for the sale or gift of a tobacco product, marijuana or nicotine delivery 
product to a person under the age of 21 shall be $300.00 (see Section 
8.22). Each retaller shall verify by means of valid government-issued pho- 
tographic identification that each person purchasing tobacco is 21 years of 
age or older. No such verification is required for any person who reason- 
ably appears to be 30 years of age or older. (effective November 1, 2015) 


8.8 Existing vending machines dispensing tobacco products shall be 
located In plain view and control of a responsible employee, and all such 
vending machines must be equipped with a lock-out device approved by the 
Board of Health. Sale of a tobacco product to a minor by means of a vend- 
ing machine is punishable by a fine of $300.00. A second offense within a 
two year period shall be punishable by removal of the tobacco vending 
machine(s) for a period of one (1) year. A third offense within the same two- 
year period shall be punishable by permanent removal of the tobacco vend- 
ing machine. After the effective date of this regulation, any new installation 
of a vending machine dispensing tobacco products shall be prohibited. 


8.9 In conformance with Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 270, 
Section 7, a copy of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 270, Section 6 
shall be posted conspicuously in any place which sells tobacco products by 
the operator thereof. 


8.10 A separate notice shall be posted at all of the cash registers and on 
any vending machine such that it may be readily seen by a person standing 
at or approaching the cash register or vending machine. Such notice shall 
directly face the patrons and shall not be obstructed from view, and shall be 
in two contrasting colors, at least 48 square inches in area, and able to be 
read at a distance of five (5) feet. Such notice shall state that the sale of 
any tobacco product to persons under age 21 Is Illegal. The owner or other 
person in charge of a shop or other place used to sell nicotine delivery 
products shall also conspicuously post a sign stating that “The sale of nico- 
tine delivery products to persons under 21 years of age Is prohibited." 


8.11 Self-service displays of tobacco products are prohibited. Displays of 
tobacco products, including humidors, must be under the direct supervision 
of an employee and may be located only in an area behind or above the 
sales counter or courtesy desk counter area. Walk-in humidors must be 
located immediately adjacent to the cash register so as to prevent access 
without age verification. A Commercial Roll-Your-Own (RYO) machine Is a 
mechanical device, by whatever manufacturer made and by whatever name 
known, that is designed to roll and wrap tobacco into products. 


The following shall apply to Commercial Roll-Your-Own (“RYO”) machines: 


8.11.1 A Commercial RYO machine must be operated from within a locked 
area or have a lockout device on the machine to be unlocked by a store 
employes. Commercial RYO machines can only be operated by a cus- 
tomer after they have been granted access (uniocking) by an employee or 
store personnel, otherwise they would be considered self-service and pro- 


hibited. Customers must be 21 years of age or older to use the machihe. 
Customer access to the RYO area can only be made by providing a-store 
employee with proper identification showing that the consumer is 21 years 


of age or older. 

A store employee shall provide access to the locked RYO area or to the 
lockout device and provide instruction to the customer. The RYO aréa must 
be cleaned by store personnel only after every use and prior to use.for the 
next customer. Cigarette product contact surfaces shall be cleaned with.a 
disinfectant cleaner. Disposable clean collection boxes or bags must. be 
used to collect product. 


The fine for the violation of any of the above shall be $100.00 for each 
violation, each.day constituting a separate violation. 


8.12 No person shall distribute tobacco products or other ae con- 
taining tobacco free of charge. 


8.13 No person shall sell, offer for sale, or display tobacco products within 
the Town of Wilmington, Including sales by vending machine, without a valid 
tobacco sales permit issued by the Board of Health. This shall not apply to 
wholesale sales to retail establishments. (1/1/97) 


8.13.1 No health care institution located In Wilmington shall sell or cause to 
be sold tobacco products or nicotine delivery peel (effective No- 
vember 1, 2015) 

8.14 The fee for a tobacco sales permit shall be $ 200.00. (1/23/06) 

8.15 Atobacco sales permit shall not be transferable. (14/97) 


8.16 Any tobacco sales permit shall expire at the end of the calendar year 
in which it was issued. (1/1/97) 


8.17 Each retail location shall be required to obtain a separate tobacco 
sales permit. (1/1/97) 


8.18 The tobacco sales permit shall be posted in a conspicuous place at 
the point of sale. (1/1/97) 


8.19 A tobacco sales permit shall not be issued to persons under the age of 
eighteen. (1/1/97) 


8.20 The fine for the sale of tobacco products without a tobacco sales 
permit shall be $ 50.00. (1/1/97) 


821 The Board of Health may revoke any tobacco sales permit for viola- 
tion of these regulations. (1/1/97) 


8.22 The penalties for violation of these tobacco regulations by a holder of

Shawsheen has a lot of 
talent to replace on the ice

BILLERICA -- Every year 
it seems the Shawsheen Tech 
Hockey team must deal with 
replacing some very talented 
players from the previous 
season. That’s no different 
than most high school teams 
of course, as graduation is a 
fact of life, but in the case of 
the Rams who traditionally 
put out such a strong team, 
the players they are general- 
ly saying goodbye to are 
players who have had out- 
standing careers. 

Some years are worse than

Shawsheen coach Chuck 
Baker, entering his 12th sea- 
son as head coach of the 
Rams knows it will not be 
easy to replace that kind of 
firepower, but he is confident 
with the talent his team is 


bringing back. 
“Losing those guys will be 
tough,” Baker said. 


“Whenever you lose kids that 
put up numbers each season 
it is challenging, but we are 
returning some firepower 
and we have some guys that 
have been waiting for their 
opportunity to shine. I think 
looking at what we have, we 
will be in good shape.” 

That, of course is tradition- 
ally the good news for 
Shawsheen. While they tend
